PERMIT REVOCATIONS 


Dry Bureau Counsel Tells of 
Druggists’ Co-Operation 
With Officials. 


The liquor problem cannot be 
solved by a compromise between 
the open saloon and prohibition, 
George W. Crowder, chief counsel 
for the Sixteenth Prohibition Dis- 
trict, embracing Missouri and Ar- 
kansas, said at the convention of 
the Missouri Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation at the Coronado Hotel yes- 
terday. 

Responsible druggists have co- 
operated with the prohibition au- 
thorities so effectively that liquor 
permit revocations in this state 
have been reduced from 300 to 
70 since 1924, Crowder caid. About 
800 of the 3820 druggists in Mis- 
souri hold permits, he said. 

A druggist who has had his 
liquor permit revoked may apply 
for another after a year, Crowder 
said, in outlining the relation of 
the prohibiton bureau to retail 
druggists. 

Cc. E. Wilkinson of St. Louis, 
urged the pharmacists to establish 
10 cent departments in their 
stores, stating that they are essen- 
tial to modern druig stores. It 
was announced today that a testi- 
monial purse of $500 in gold will 
be sent to William « Mittelbach, 
treasurer of the assotiation for 30 
years, who is ill at hi- home in 
Boonville, Mo.

Dupo Mayor Calls on Officials 
of Nine Other Towns to Join 
Fight. : 


Letters urging a united campaign 
for lower water rates on the East 
Side have been sent to the Mayors 
and members of the City Councils 
of East St, Louis, Brooklyn, Fair- 
mount City, Nameoki, Madison, 
Granite City, Venice, National.City 
and O’Fallen by Mayor J. C. Fitz- 
simmons of Dupo. 

The Dupo Mayor's suggestion is 
that the 11 cities take joint action 
through the courts looking toward 
the dissolution of a Federal injunc- 
tion granted in 1928 restraining the 
Illinois Commerce Commission from 
fixing rates for the East St. Louis 
& Interurban’ Water Co. 

The injunction in effect permit- 
ted the water company to main- 
tain a scale of consumers’ rates 
based on a 7 per cent return on a 
$10,000,000 valuation. Mayor Fitz- 
simmons in his letter charges that 
the rates are exorbitant and that 
water consumption has so increased 
in the area that the revenue of the 
company must be in excess of 7 per 
cent on its valuation. 

His letter asserted.that so far as 
Dupo was concerned 
rates were so high that the city 
could not afford to make needed 
improvements.

George Hubert Wilkins, Australian 
explorer, and Lincoln Elisworth, 
American, who has spent much of 
his life in the Arctic, announced 
today they would collaborate in an 
attempt to reach the North Pole 
next year by means of a submarine. 

At Lengburg, Switzerland, Wiil- 
kins issued a statement saying 


Ellsworth, who was a joint ieader 
with Roald Amundsen on .the 
flight of the dirigible Norge across 
the North Pole, will be associated 
with him as joint leader in the 
projected trip to be kn&wn as the 
Wilkins - Elisworth Trans - Polar 
Submarine Expedition. 

The statement continued: “Com- 
mander Sloan Dannehower will be 
master of the vessel and Dr. H., 
Sverdrup the chief of its scientific 
staff. They expect to leave New 
York for Spitzbergen next June 
and, traveling under the ice, cross 
the North Pole so as to reach 
Alaska late in August. 

“A definite decision as _ to) 
whether Mr. Elisworth will actual. | 
ly make the journey will be de- 
layed until the returns this sum- 
mer from an expedition to Labra- 
dor.” 

Ellsworth, arriving in Paris from 
Basel, on the way to America, con- | 
firmed Wilkins’ announcement and 
added: “Sir Hubert will stay in 
Switzerland until the middle of 
July to finish his book on his South. 
Pole explorations, Then he will go 
to New York to supervise réebuild- 
ing of the submarine to be used 
next year.” 

Elisworth will leave for Amerl- 
ca Saturday on the Mauretania and 
will depart from New York almost 
immediately on an 800-mile canoé 
trip to the unexplored headwaters 
of the St. John’s and Hamilton riv- 
ers in Central Labrador. Beek- 
man Toole, a Harvard junior, will 
accompany him. Wilkins is resid- 
ing at present at the Ellsworth 
home at Lenzburg. 

Wilkins announced last year he 
would attempt the trans-polar sub- 
marine trip and stated he had dis- 
covered an old submarine  con- 
structed by Simon Lake, the inven- 
tor, which would suit his purpose. 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, probably 
first developed the idea of reach- 
ing ths pole by submarine. He 
elaborated his theory in his book, 
“northward course of empire.”

that of last July. 

“Gradual price recessions which 
Were reported for al] countries be- 
ginning last.summer or earlier,” 
the board said, “appeared to have 
accompanied a general slowing 
down of trade and industry to 
which the high level of money 
rates throughout the world, caused 
largely by the strong demand for 
credit from the American securities 
market was a contributing factor. 

Response to Security Break. 

“The more abrupt dechines that 

curred last autumn were in re- 
sponse to the break in security 
prices, which at first reflected 
chiefly commodities with organized 
exchanges but later spread to all 
classes of goods; and the continua- 
tion of price declines in 1980 ap- 
pears to reflect the inactive condi- 
tion of business and a loss of pur- 
chasing power by the ultimate con- 
sumer through the decrease of em- 
ployment and the reduction in 
wage payments. Prices to con- 
sumers have also tended downward 
in recent months but the reductions 
have been considerably smaller 
than that of wholesale prices.” 
The board reviewed the price 
changes in farm products, mineral 
and forest products and in manu- 
facturers since 1922 and said the 
recent decline in livestock seemed 
to reflect décreased demand.

Assailing the pact as “un-Amer- 
ican,” he renewed his demand that 
it be rejected by the Senate. John- 
son is a nNember of the Foreign 
Relations Committee which now 
has the treaty under consideration 
and will vote on it next Monday. 

In addition to setting forth what 
he regards asthe objectionable 
feature of the treaty, he critcised 
Secretary Stimson for a speech 
made in its support. He said the 
Cabinet officer had employed 
“platitudinous generalities,” omit- 
ted “detailed explanation of the 
treaty’’ and displayed an “angry 
intolerance.” 

Johnson also assaileqd the admin- 
fusal to submit 
to the Senate Committee confiden- 
tial documents having to do with 
the negotiation of the pact. 

“Here is a document which its 
sponsofsS dare not permit our peo- 
ple to discuss,” he said, “a treaty, 
the papers and communications re- 
lating to which they refuse not 
only to the people, but to the Sen- 
ate as part of the treat’-making 
Power; a pact so difficult and 
complex that few have any ade- 
quate understanding of it and one 


which requires detailed and pro-} 


longed study; an international 
agreement which, when first care- 
fully scrutinized at home after ex- 
ecution abroad, demanded an ex- 
change of notes with Great Britain 
and Japan to clarify and explain 
one of its most important provis- 
ions.”’ 

The treaty, he said, failed to re- 
duce the burden of taxation, calls 
for a hew building program, does 
not provide parity with Great 
Britain and increases the 5-3 ratio 
between America and Japan in fa- 
vor of the latter country. 

It makes no provision, he added, 
for adequate protection of Ameri- 
can commierce, abandons the

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IREPEAL OF 
TRAFFIC GRGLE. 
PLAN ADVOGATED 


Scheme at Kingshighway 
and Oakland. 


Virtually all of about 300 per- 
sons who attended a public hear- 
ing held by the Streets Committee 
of the Boara of Aldermen last 
night on a bill repealing the ordi- 
nance for a traffic circle at the 
Kingshighway and Oakland.  av- 


enue corner of Forest Park ap- 
peared to favor the repeal. 

The primary reason for the op- 
position is the opinion that the 
improvement would be one of ad- 
vantage to the whole city, but of 
no special benefit to the small sur- 
rounding area which would be as- 
sessed $31,155 as part of the cost 
of the 280-foot circle. A report of 
condemnation commissioners fixed 
$111,592 as damages and charged 
$80,437 of this against the city in 
view of the admitted general na- 
ture of the scheme. 

A decision on the repeal bill may 
be reached by the committee 
Wednesday. - 

The City Plan Commission rec- 
ommended the circle after a study 
of the serious traffic friction at 
thig intersection, Secretary Law- 
rence of the commission told the 
Aldermen. It regarded the circle 
as the best means of handling the 
problem in a manner that would 
adorn the park entrance. 

Ordinance. 

“You canot build a city by re- 
pealing improvements,” Lawrencc 
declared, “and this one is abso- 
lutely necessary. There is talk of 
a new road along the south side of 
the park, paralleling Oakland, 
which would increase the problem 
at Kingshighway, and the traffic 
at this corner already is greater 
than at Kingshighway and Lindell. 
In an il-hour period 9943 vehicles 
passed here. St. Louis cannot 
grow without caring for traffic 
congestion.”’ 

Assistant City Counselor Mecfes- 
sell described the: charges which 
would be assessed against benefited 
property, which is in 679 parcels in 
an area extending several blocks 
each side of Kingshighway between 
Chouteau and Manchester avenues. 
The assessments would range from 
50 cents to $3 a front foot, with 
only about six parcels charged the 
maximum rate, while about 30 
each would be charged at the rate 
of $2 and $1 a front foot and all 
the rest at 50 cents. As mest of 
the lots in the district have a 50- 
| foot front the majority would be 
taxed about $25 each. . Mecfesseil 
pointed out that $10,000 in pre- 
liminary work spent on the pro- 
posal would be wasted, if the or- 
dinance is repealed, and that re- 
peal would make it impossible to 
reinitiate the scheme for 10 years. 

Plan Regarded Unjust. 

Alderman Kaufmann, who in- 
troduced the repeal bill, explained 
that he regarded the plan as un- 
just, since the benefit was city- 
wide. He suggested that tempo- 
rary rélief for the traffic problem 
might be obtained by converting 
Kingshighway, north of Oakland 
avenue, and the adjacent drive in 
'Forest Park into parallel one-way 
thoroughfares. 

Adolph Hoefer, real estate deal- 
er, in Opposing the plan asserted 
that he represented the sentiment 
of the people of the neighborhood, 
who felt that local benefits should 
not be charged and that this plan 
would not afford traffic relief. He 
advocated automatic signals, im- 
provement of Clayton avenue 
across the park and construction 
of the drive adjoining Oakland in- 
stead, calling the circle idea an ex- 
periment. Commissioners assessed 
no benefits for the Kingshighway- 
Lindell proposed circle, he said, 
though the property owners in 
that section could pay the assess- 
ments easier than those around 
Oakland. Many householders in 
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the latter district, he added, have} 


their small dwellings mortgaged 
and are out of work. 

Aloysius Rothenhaver, repre- 
senting the South Forest Park Im- 
provement Association, said an un- 
derpass was the only modern way 
for solving this traffic problem, if 
it was too big for automatic sig- 
nals, but he thought signals would 
suffice now. He advocated the ad- 
ditional driveway for Oakland. 

A. J. Langsdort, 4652A Oakland 
avenue said the neW signals at 
Kingshighway and Southwest ave- 
nue were handling a serious traf- 
fic sitiation well.

Consumer Pays 4 Not 15 
- Times Production Cost, 
Says M. S. Sloan of New

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 19, 
—The speech of United States Am- 
bassador Frederic M. Sackett at 
the World Power Conference in 
Berlin in which he attacked as ex- 
cessive rates charged by light and 
power utilities in America brought 
rejoinders today from Presideat 
Matthew 8S.

President Sloan, head of the 
New York Edison Co., challenged

“Sackett is mistaken,” said 
Sloan, “On an average the sales 
price to domestic consumers the 
country over is not more than four 
times. the cost of energy at the 
power house. The. Ambassador | 
discloses a lack of understanding 
of the fundamental economics of 
business generally and particularly 
of electric service.”

CHICAGO, June 19.-—A prepared 
statement severely condemning the | 
propored: new blanket traction | 
franchise to the Insull street rall- 
way interests, which Chicago will 
vote upon at a special election July 
1, was given to therCity Council 
last Monday by Donald R. Rich- 
berg, who since 1913 has been gen- 
eral counsel for the National Con- 
ference on Valuation of American 
Railroads. He argued the O'Fallon 
case before the United States Su- 
preme Court in 1929 as a “friend of 
the court.”’ 

Richberg represented the City of 
Chicago,in gas rate regulation 
cases in 1915 and 1917, was special 
Assistant State’s Attorney in liti- 
gation with the elevated railroacs 
in 1913 and 1915, was counsel for 
the city in the traction fund and 
subway case in 1910, and for many 
years was attorney for the City 
Treasurer of Ghicago. 

Warns Against Franchise. 

He brands the’ proposed new 
franchise as “a sham and a fraud” 
declaring that under the. guise of 
an “indeterminate permit” it is a 
perpetual franchise; that the pur- 
ported authority it gives the City 
to fix fares and regulate service 
i through a City Transit Commission 
is meaningiess and could be repu- 
diated by the company at any time, 
and that the recipients of the pro- 
posed franchise have heretofore 
shown bad faith in their dealings 
with the city and have not re- 
formed. He declared proposed ex- 
tensions and improvements provid- 
ed for in the franchise are mere 
bait to get the votes of the people 
and that the company eventually 
will make only such improvements 
as it would make without the new 
franchise and which, would be jus- 
tified by their earning power. 
Richberg’s statement follows: 


“A Corrupt Bargain.” 

The proposed traction ordinance 
should be defeated because: 

1. It grants complete, permanent 
control of street railway trans- 
portation in Chicago to men who 
have proved themselves utierly 
unworthy of this public trust. 

2. It is a baa.bargain even if 
debasers of government could be 
expected to keep their promises or 
debased public officials could be 
expected to enforce them. 

3. It is essentially a corrupt bar- 
gain because harsh terms have 
been forced upon a city govern- 
ment which by years of political 
corruption has been made so spine- 
less and dishonest as to be incapa- 
ble of protecting the public. f } 

Chicago cannot expect to get 4 
traction ordinance fit for public 
approval out of the Insull-Thomp- 
son city government, any more 
than it could expect,to get pure 
drinking water. from a stream of 
sewage. 

Recalls Broken Contract. 

1. Regardless of what promises 
are contained in the traction ordi- 
nance they are worthless, if the 
men who are. expected to carry 
them out are unworthy of public 
trust. There is no real value in 
the terms of the contract if made 
with men who will break.their con- 
tract whenever it suits them. Let 
me recall pyblic attention to the 
gas ordinante contract which I ne- 
gotiated in behalf of the City of 
Chicago, with Mr. Insull’s represen- 
tatives in 1917, which was accept- 
ed in writing on July 31, 1917, 
anti was broken within six months,, 
and has been continually. violated 
ever since. 
The gas ordinance of 1917 per- 
mitted the company to reduce the 
heating value of the gas about 15 
per cent in exchange for a 15 per 
eent reduction in rates; and the 
city and company agreed not to 
seek to alter the rates for one 
year. This Insull company broke 
its contract and asked the State 
Commission to inerease the. rates 
22 ne cent within six months aft- 
ance was accepted. 

> ihe ind acceptance of the ogrdi- 
nance, the company expressly con- 
the City 
Council to regulate gas rates and 
standards of service. This Insull 
company repudiated this agreement 
within six months and applied to 
‘the State Commission to override 
the. City Council.

(c.) The-city agrees to build a 
subway and pay for it with over 
$60,000,000 in the traction fund 
and with uncountéd millions raised 
by mines assessments. .So better 
transportation will be paid for by 
higher taxes, Of course, the peo- 
ple must pay the whole cost any- 
how either iff fares or taxes. The 
Insull company is only a public 
agent given power to collect and 
spend publjc ‘money—and to make 
private fortunes out of this public 
‘business.

| A Danger? 

ANY a mother who is fully 
Mere of the benefits to be 

derived from nursery schoo! or 
kindergarten keeps her child at 
home because she is afraid that 
the early separation will lead to 
an estrangement between herself 
and her child. 
She feels that excellent as the 
nursery girl or’ kindergarten ex- 
perience may be, she would, 
through it, lose her child and thas 
her child, in turn, would be de- 
prived of the mothering which he 


‘needs, 


The danger se@éms to me an un- 
real one. The average mother is 
so involved in housekeeping that 
she really devotes far less time to 
her child than she likes to think 
that she does. 

Furthermore, she is often so 
bored with the monotony of baby . 
care and so irked with the limita- 
tions imposed by it upon her own 
activities that she gives her child 


scant personal attention. 


It often happens that the mother 
who has been irritable and impa- 
tient when she had to take care of 
her child all day and every day 
gives him much more‘of that 
friendly response and real mother- 
ing which he requires after she has 
been freed of his society for sev- 
eral hours of each day. 

It is quality, not quantity, that 
counts in these matters, It seems 
to me that the relationship be- 
tween mother and child is far more 
often helped than hurt by partial 
separation. 

It would be illuminating to have 
insight into what lies behind this 
fear that through being sent to a 
nursery school or a kindergarten 
a child will be deprived of the 
mothering that he needs. 

I suspect that often there is not 
sO much true maternal concern as 
& Possessivéness which fears com- 
petition.
